Said  Feichter,  the  then  owner  of  one  of  the  said  lots , 'believing  that  said 
alley  ms  legally  vacated,  'built  a house  on  said  premises  which  house  occu- 
pies his  half  of  said  alley,  'and  great  injustice  would  be  done  him, 'if  said 
alley  is  not  vacated.
